H E Count de las Torres being joyn'd 

the 8ch of this Month by a Detachment 

of the Troops of Navarre, and fome 

Dragoons, march’d by Belloc and Bor- 

riol, to pafs the River Mijares over the 
Bridge at Villareal. That Town confifts of abouc 
800 Heuies, and the Inhabitants fthew'd at firft a 
Difpofiion to fubmit. The Troops were in the 
Suburbs, and a Delay being made to open the Gates, 
certain Mutineers excited the reft of the Inhabitants 
to ftand upon rheir Defence, after which fome Shot 
were fir'd. Then the Regiment of Spanith Guards, 
and that of the Navarrois broke open one Gate ; 
the Regiment of #lemifh Guards entred a: another ; 
and rhofe that were in the Place made a vigorous 
Refiitance for 2 Hours anda half. But they were 
fore’d on all fides, and at the fame Time the Clergy 
came in s Body, the holy Sacrament being born by 


‘one of them, and beggd Mercy. Thereupon the 


Count de Jas Torres caus'd the Slaughrer to ceafe, 
by ordering Quarter to be. given : But fome of the 
madd: it of the Rebels, taking advantage of this Suf- 
penfion of Arms, kill'd 5 or 6 Officers that were bufy 
in reftraining the Fury of the Soldiers ; which fo en- 
rag'd rhe reft, that they made the Clergy retire, and 
cut in Pieces all rhe Men they found in the Place, 
{paring only the Wonren and Children, and after- 
wards burnt the Town. Above 700 Rebels were 
kil’d on this Occafion ; and 150 that retir'd into the 
Tower, furrendred at Difcretion. Severai French- 
men hat were in the Prifons, were fer at Liberty. 
The Plate of the Churches, which amounted to 
near 1000 Marks in Value, was reftor'd to the 
Ciergy. This Execution has made many neighbour- 
ing Places return to the King’s Obedience. The In- 
habirants of Morvedro who continued very loyal, 
have furnifh’d the Troops with Provifions and Re- 
frefhments, and have befides taken into their Care 
the Sick and wounded chat were left there. The 
rith the Count de las Torres arriv’d at Moncada, 
and fix'd his Head Quarters there. The Water with 
which rhe City of Valencia was fupply'd from the 
Country adjacent to it, is turn'’d off, and Baffer be- 
ing advanc’d on that fide with the Regiment of Ne- 
bor, 50 Englith and a great Body of Militia, was 
attack’d fo vigoroufly, that he was fore’d to retire, 
with the Lofs of about 400 Men, the reft efcaping 
into Va'entia. The 17:h Don Antonio del Valle 
arriv’d at Moncada with bis Detachment : The 
Villiage of Quarte, poffefs'd by the Rebels, was 
burnt, to deprive them of means to defend the 
B idge on the River Guadalavia which runs by Va- 
lencia. The Count de las Torres bas written to 
the Magittrates and Inhabitants, to @ffure them of 
the King’s Clemency and all manner of good Ufage, 


if they will return ro their Duty ; and has threaten’d 


to treat them with rhe urmoft Rigour, if chey imi- 
tate the Obftinacy of thofe whom he had been o- 
blig'd, for an Example, to abandon to the Rage of 
the Soldiers. The Bithops of Murcia and of Ori-

ter, but for the continual Rains which had made 
the Ways fo bad, that the Horfe conld nor poffibly 
purfue them. Thefe Letters fay likewife, thar he 
had caus’d thofe 2 Towns to be pillag’d 
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Walls to bé raz'd : That afterwards he march’d to 
another Place, fortified with good Walls and a ftrong 
Caftle ; but the Rebels in it durft nor ftand, but 
fled towards Tortofa: The Inhabitants fubmicted, 
but the Caftle and Walls were however demolifh’d. 
Thefe Letters fay further, that Valencia was ina 
manner invefted, and that affoon as the Artillery 
fhould come up, it would be attack’d in Form. The 
Enemy are ftoring great Magazines, and making 
great Preparations at Figuieres for befieging Rofez. 
"Tis written from Court that the King of Spain has 
fent the King Word he has fix’d his 
the roth of this Month. Yefterday the Count de 
Touloule fer out from hence for Toulon, where he 
will find the Fleet ready. It will confift of 30 Men 
of War, the Squadron of M. du Quefne included, 
4 Galleys and 4 Bomb-Veffels. *Tis 
the ift of March is the Day fix’d for 
ons of War to be begun in Catalonia bj 
Sea. They write from the Frontier of 
that the Englith Troops that were detage 
cour Valencia, refufing to march unlefs ¢ 
paid, the Earl of Peterborough was oblig’d to bor- 
row Money at Intereft of the City of Barcelona ;
